FALL SHORT 
OF RECORD 


'Indoor Everest' attempt wall too small 


ROCK climbers David 
Taylor and Graham Ford 
confirmed last night their 
record attempt for charity 
had failed. 

The pair spent 20 hours scaling the 
indoor climbing wall at Bluewater 
shopping centre a staggering 885 
times to match the height of Everest. 

But they believed the wall was 10 
metres high - in fact it is just six 
metres. It meant their record fell short 
by more than 3,500 metres and they 
would have had to scale it another 590 
times to get the Guiness World Record 
for indoor climbing in the fastest time.

The two men climbed for 10 hours on 
Thursday and 10 hours on Friday - 
and celebrated when they thought they 
had reached the 8,848 metre target. 

But when record attempt assessors 
measured the wall they found it was 
only six metres high - bringing the 
celebrations to an abrupt end. 

A Guinness World Records 
spokesman said: “David and Graham 
indeed made the correct application 
and received all the information they 
needed to make their record attempt 


by Guinness World Records. 

“However, it’s very unfortunate to 
hear they did not follow the minimum 
10 metre wall guideline. 

“We’re sorry to hear that the 
attempt was not successful, but they 
are more than welcome to reapply for 
the record and attempt it once again 
following the correct regulations.” 

Mr Taylor, 22 and Mr Ford, 26, both 
from Maidstone, had come up with the 
attempt to collect money for the 
national disability charity Scope. 

A spokeswoman for the charity said: 
“David and Graham did fantastically 
well on the day and they raised 
hundreds of pounds for Scope, which

Cheap cocaine 
use trebles in 
just two years

COCAINE, cannabis, Keta¬ 
mine and amphetamines are 
the drugs of choice for a new 
breed of addicts - according to 
a study from a leading drug 
research and support service. 

KCA has warned that heroin is 
no longer the biggest problem in the 
county, and figures obtained by 
Yourmaidstone under the Freedom 
Of Information Act back up the find¬ 
ings for mid Kent. 

The service says the latest British 
Crime Survey data shows more people 
now use cocaine, Ketamine cannabis, 
steroids, and Ecstasy than heroin. 

Police figures for mid Kent confirm 
that while the number of people 
caught with heroin has levelled out 
since 2003, the number of people 
found with Ecstasy, cocaine and 
amphetamines has risen sharply in 
two years. 

KCA director of research, Neil 
Hunt, said: “Increasingly, thirty-some¬ 
things are using a complex repertoire 
of substances. These include 
cannabis, cocaine and Ecstasy, almost 
always against a backdrop of high lev¬ 
els of alcohol use.” 

The study shows that although the 
use of most class-A drugs has been 
relatively stable in recent years, 
cocaine use is increasing. 

Police figures show cautions for 
cocaine possession have risen steadily 
since 2003, with 55 people reprimanded 
since April last year, making it the sec¬ 
ond most popular drug after cannabis. 


In 2003, just 11 people were 
charged with cocaine possession and 
a further seven were cautioned. 

Mr Hunt said: “For a growing 
number of people, what starts as 
an occasional treat can turn into a 
habit that costs too much and leads 
to serious harm - including heart 
attacks and strokes.” 

The author of several reports into 
drug use has warned that cannabis 
use in particular is becoming endem¬ 
ic, with serious consequences for a 
minority of users. 

He said: “In many sectors of 
society, cannabis use has become 
normalised and it is a staple for 
many poly-drug users. 

“Although unproblematic for most, 
more people are coming to treatment 
services because heavy cannabis use is 
hurting study, work or relationships.” 

The police statistics show that 
cautions and charges for cannabis 
possession have risen sharply since 
2003, with a 160 people cautioned 
or charged for possession since 
April 2006, compared to just 29 
from 2003 to 2004. 

KCA is concerned that many 
recreational drug users do not seek 
help because the focus on links 
between crime and drugs has creat¬ 
ed the perception that drugs servic¬ 
es are only for heroin addicts. 

The organisation is keen to make it 
clear that the range of services it 
offers is available to anyone who 
feels that drugs of any kind are hav¬ 
ing a negative impact on their lives. 

KCA counsellors offer confidential 
advice and information on all aspects 
of drug use from reducing the risks, 
confidence building and healthy 
living, to strategies for change, goal 
setting and life skills.

CAB manager Bonny Malhotra 
said: “Not all doorstep lenders are 
unlicensed but they can all charge 
high repayments.”

She polled 251 votes, Labour’s Gill 
Annan was just behind with 240, 
Liberal Democrat Bryan Vizzard, 173 
and Stephen Muggeridge of the 
Green party 34.

Conservative members, 21 Liberal 
Democrats, four independents and 
three Labour councillors.

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Jewellers robbed 
twice in a week

Staff stunned 
by repeat raids 
on same shop

ARMED robbers have targeted an 
upmarket jeweller’s store in 
Maidstone twice in just one week. 

In the first robbery on Tuesday last week, a 
staff member was sprayed in the face with pep¬ 
per spray and three days later staff were faced 
with raiders armed with sledgehammers. 

Detectives believe the two attacks may be 
linked. 

The three walked in in the early afternoon on 
Friday and smashed displays after threatening 
staff. 

They stole £200,000 worth of Rolex watches 
and a selection of other valuable items, said 
police. 

The men drove off in a blue saloon, parked in 
Earl Street, which was later found abandoned 
on Edna Road in Ringlestone, near Maidstone. 

During the robbery earlier in the week a shop 
assistant was sprayed with a noxious sub¬ 


stance, believed to be pepper spray. 

Cops say they have dozens of witness state¬ 
ments because both took place in broad day¬ 
light at the new shopping centre in the town. 

Detective Sergeant Graham Hooks, of Kent 
Police, said: “Because this crime was carried out 
in broad daylight in front of many witnesses, 
we have a lot of information to sift through and 
we are currently following up many different 
lines of inquiry. 

‘We are taking a highly proactive stance and 
town centre officers are visiting other jewellers in 
the town to offer crime prevention advice and are 
stepping up patrols to provide reassurance.” 

The Fraser Hart store is one of the most pres¬ 
tigious in the Fremlin Walk shopping centre 


with an impressive glass frontage. 

It also carries out valuations, repairs, insur¬ 
ance quotations as well as selling some of the 
top name watches including Armani, Hugo 
Boss, Gucci, Rolex and Tag Heuer. 

No official figure has yet been released for the 
two hauls. 

Meanwhile, a man has been charged following 
a failed robbery at a jewellers in Sittingbourne. 

Police said a man tried to steal watches and 
jewellery worth £40,000 from Topps, but he was 
apprehended by staff and members of the pub¬ 
lic. A man, who police have not identified, is in 
custody and is due in court in Maidstone. 

Police believe the Sittingbourne incident was 
not linked to the incidents in Maidstone. 


'Unethical' funds 
to be questioned 

CAMPAIGNERS are due to fire ques¬ 
tions at the council over millions of 
pounds in investments in arms, tobacco 
and oil companies. 

Green Party member Stuart Jeffery 
will be questioning Maidstone council at 
a meeting today as part of the party’s 
continuing campaign against unethical 
investment. 

The party will be pushing the council to 
voice its opinion over the investments 
managed by Kent County Council after 
they discovered from March 31 this year, 
share holdings held by KCC included 
£13.9 million in BAe Systems which is 
the UK’s biggest arms manufacturer, £14 
million in tobacco and £91.8 million in oil. 

Stuart Jeffery said: ‘We were outraged 
to learn that the council’s pension fund 
managers had invested heavily in arms, 
tobacco and oil. With ethical investments 
outperforming un-ethical ones, there is 
absolutely no need to be supporting 
these companies. 

‘We will be asking the question ‘Does 
this council agree that investing in arms, 
tobacco and oil companies should be con¬ 
demned?’ If so, will the borough council 
call upon KCC to adopt an ethical invest¬ 
ment policy and to withdraw its signifi¬ 
cant shares in companies?” 

The Green Party wants Maidstone 
council to approach KCC and propose 
that they stop investing in oil, tobacco 
and arms. If the county council refuses, 
they then want to ask if it would set up a 
separate fund based on ethical principles. 

If KCC refuse to do either of their 
requests, they want Maidstone council to 
withdraw from the Kent Fund and place 
the pension fund elsewhere. 

‘We were astounded to learn that the 
spokesperson for the committee, Lib 
Dem Dan Daley, wasn’t even aware that 
these investments existed. There has to 
be pressure on the county council to 
change its policies and this must come 
from every quarter.” Mr Jeffery said. 

The Green Party has now started an 
online petition to try and get KCC to 
change its ways.

hundreds of pounds for Scope, 
which will help us provide vital 
services for disabled people. 

“Although it’s a shame they didn’t 
manage to set the world record, the 
height they covered indoors is a 
massive achievement and here at 
Scope we are all really grateful for 
their efforts.” 

The confusion about the height of 
the indoors climbing wall in the 
atrium of Britain’s biggest shop¬ 
ping centre is believed to have 
come from Bluewater’s website - 
which states it is 36ft - which is 10 
metres. 

The website states: “Climbers 
from the age of six years old can 
have a go on the 36ft Big Blue 
Rock.” 

Mr Taylor and Mr Ford are try¬ 
ing to raise £3,500 each to take 
part in a trek in February for 
Scope to summit Kala Pattar, 
Mount Everest in Nepal. 

The two friends now plan to 
attempt the indoors record again 
next year and will ensure they get 
the height right next time. 

The company which runs the Big 
Blue Rock climbing wall at Bluewater 
was unavailable for comment. 


Gypsies told they 
will be given more 
land in borough 


GYPSIES and travellers could be allo¬ 
cated up to 35 pitches of land in the 
borough within the next five years. 

Gypsies, travellers and travelling 
show people are being rewarded 
between five and seven plots of land 
in various villages each year until 
2011, which will act as a permanent 
home for their caravans and families. 

Councillors spent hours at the 
meeting at County Hall on Monday 
evening, deciding how they will go 
about choosing land suitable for 
travellers to be housed in. 

Cllr Harwood said: “This is a very 
controversial matter. It is widely 
known what sites have been a home 
to gypsies in the past because of the 
amount of rubbish left - we must 
ensure that we protect the country¬ 
side from this happening so I am 
proposing we look at granting tem¬ 
porary sites instead. 

“A lot of stigma is attached to trav¬ 
ellers by those outside the travelling 
community, travellers have always 


lived in Kent - it’s those people who 
have moved to the area from outer 
towns who have an issue with where 
gypsies locate.” 

It was apparent that many of the 
sites that have already been allocat¬ 
ed to travellers are not used because 
they are difficult to get to, not close 
to schools and are often quite far 
away from urban areas. 

Cllr Lusty said: “There are many 
parish councils that are recommend¬ 
ing sites in their village but they are 
just no good, many travellers now 
work in urban areas instead of on 
land so they need to be able to get to 
work. Many plots previously given 
are prone to flooding and are not 
appropriate, these places just get un¬ 
used.” 

The committee decided that land 
allocation needs to be scrutinised 
just as development plans for the 
building of a house would, drawing 
in on surveys and environmental 
studies before making a decision. 
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Man's pub violence 
was 'uncivilised' 

DRINKER Roy Capey exploded into vio¬ 
lence when a 16 year old taunted him 
outside a pub in Sheemess High Street. 

Sittingboume magistrates heard Capey 
39, of Lunsford Lane, Larkfield, punched 
him in the mouth and stamped on his face. 

Capey was arrested after police saw 
the mayhem on closed circuit television. 
He told police the youth had been drink¬ 
ing with others at the unnamed pub 
while Capey had had four shots of vodka 
and a beer. 

He pleaded guilty to assault on the 
youth who was treated for bruising. 

Capey told the court: “I’m sorry it hap¬ 
pened. There were some 15-year-old boys 
drinking outside and they shouldn’t 
have been. If they had been older and 
could have held their drink this wouldn’t 
have happened.” 

Chairman of the bench Elizabeth 
Tulhberg sentenced Capey to 160 hours 
community service and ordered him to 
pay the youth £150 compensation plus 
£60 court costs. 

Mrs Tuhlberg said: ‘You indulged in 
physical violence which was totally rep¬ 
rehensible. Your behaviour was unwar¬ 
ranted and uncivilised. 

‘You have not got a good record. I nor¬ 
mally have to say such things to 16-year- 
olds not to a man of your age.” 

Fine art discovered

A pencil and watercolour study by 
Maidstone-bom Albert Goodwin was dis¬ 
covered by a surprised keeper of fine art in 
Hampshire who recognised his work. 

It will feature in Maidstone Museum’s 
‘Albert Goodwin Visionary Landscapes’ 
exhibition which opens on December 15. 

The display will be open to the public 
at Maidstone Museum until March 23. 
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ACTING ON 
XMAS DRIVERS 

HUNDREDS of actors performed a mime to 
spread the important message to drivers that 
"drinking and driving wrecks lives." 

Around 250 young actors gathered outside 
Sessions House, County Hall in Maidstone on 
Monday afternoon as part of Kent Highway 
Services biggest Christmas anti drink-drive 
campaign. 

Each of the 250 actors at County Hall repre¬ 
sented one of the people in Kent who are killed 
or injured by drinking and driving each year. 

KHS Road Safety Operations Manager Steve 
Horton said: "We think our silent message will 
make people think twice about drinking and 
driving this year. 

"Over the Christmas and New Year period 
more people than ever get tempted to drink 
and drive. The message Kent Highways 
Services want to get across is that one drink 
is one too many if you are planning to get 
behind the wheel." 

The launch of this year's drink drive campaign 
is being supported with a series of television 
adverts which represent the mime. The cam¬ 
paign message will also feature in bars, at cine¬ 
mas, on buses and across roadside billboards. 


No reprieve for our 
at risk Post Offices 
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Santa and his reindeer at Fremlin Walk 


TWO post offices have officially 
been told they will close as part of 
cost-cutting measures by Royal 
Mail bosses. 

Hardy Street post office in Maidstone and 
South Park post office in Loose had hoped to get 
a reprieve after a six-week consultation period. 

Concerned customers wrote letters and 
signed petitions in a bid to dispute the decision 
and attempt to save their service. 

But the two post offices were last week given 
the devastating news that they will be axed. 

Postmaster Luke Collins, 55, of Hardy 
Street, said: “The decision has been made and 
unfortunately there’s nothing we can do about 
it, the customers were unhappy with the deci¬ 
sion and it seems that they have taken no 
notice of our petition or the letters people have 
sent. 

“This post office has been here since 1870. We 
have been here for 10 years and I have loved 
every minute of it. I am very disappointed it’s

being closed.” 

The first of the services to close are expected 
in January 

These cuts follow the guidelines of a new 
Kent post office plan which was introduced by 
the government. 

The guidelines, which are set through a 
national accessibility criteria, are to ensure 
that 99 per cent of the population will either see 
no change to their branch or they will remain 
within one mile of an alternative post office. 

However, Mr Collins claims that this will just 
put additional strain on the town centre and 
the transport system. 

“Many residents who use this post office are 
elderly and find it difficult to walk any further 
than they do to get here. To get to their nearest 
service they will have to catch a busy bus and 
put more pressure on the already busy town’s 
services,” he said. 


During the consultation period more than 
5,400 responses were given by the public and 
by the affected post office branches. Petitions 
were also signed in a bid to help sway the deci¬ 
sion. 

As a result of the information provided dur¬ 
ing this period, improvements are being made 
to 18 branches in the county to help improve 
accessibility or to increase capacity by provid¬ 
ing additional counter positions. 

Gary Herbert, Post Office Ltd’s network 
development manager for Kent, said: “We have 
considered very carefully all the comments 
made during the public consultation. We 
believe that the amended plan offers our cus¬ 
tomers across Kent the best prospect for a sus¬ 
tainable network in the future.”

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Cash to flow in county 
town for regeneration 


A MASSIVE government regenera¬ 
tion project for the town could see 
Maidstone receive cash grants of 
up to £50 million over the next 
decade. 

Next year £1.8 million has already been set 
aside and £5 million is earmarked over the next 
three year period to fund improvements to the 
local infrastructure. 

These are the first payments following 
Maidstone’s designation as a growth point and 
the borough council will be appealing for more 
cash in 2009. 

New park and ride facilities are planned to 
the north of the town along the A229 to serve 
shoppers and commuters from the Medway 
towns. 

Another service will be established at 
Langley Park Farm to the south of the town

while the Sittingboume Road site is to undergo 
a massive refurbishment. 

The cash is forthcoming as the Government 
has declared the county town a growth point. 

The council has also appealed for £9 million 
in order to fund a new Heritage Quarter and 
tourist attraction as well as regenerate the area 
around Knightrider Street and realign Upper 
Stone Street. 

Benefit 

Local authority leader Fran Wilson said: “All 
groups on the council saw the benefit to the 
town of becoming a growth point. 

“We agreed to take another 1,800 houses over 
20 years, taking our total to 10,080 so that we 
could apply for extra funding to deal with exist¬ 
ing infrastructure problems and plan for the 


extra houses that were inevitably coming our 
way. 

“Time has proved us right because neigh¬ 
bouring towns have been allocated more hous¬ 
es than had been agreed but were unable to bid 
for the growth point money.” 

Other cash gains for Maidstone could include 
£5 million for improvements to public places 
and £3.7 million to fund an extension to the 
east wing of the museum. 

A new £20 million library and history centre 
has also been proposed while for an investment 
cost of £5.4 million a small business enterprise 
centre working with the Federated Academy of 
New line Learning Schools which would creat 
60 new units for new businesses. 

Sustainability and improvement of the air 
quality underpin all the projects which also 
include a greening of the infrastructure, better 
pedestrian routes, marketing to sell the town 
and a business skills drive.

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Loity lenses 
to prevent 
side-swiping

MOVES to reduce the problem 
of foreign lorries blind-siding 7 motor¬ 
ists on the county’s major highways 
are now in place, following Govern¬ 
ment action to hand out stick-on safe¬ 
ty lenses to help drivers see when 
overtaking. 

The threat to the county’s drivers is most 
intense on the M20, M2 and A2, where the 
high-sided trucks come from the Continent 
and pass through to other parts of the UK. 

It comes from the juggernauts having 
the steering side on the left, which means the 
driver can fail to see cars when pulling out to 
overtake - sometimes with fatal results to 
unwary motorists. 

Scheme 

In 2006, Kent police figures taking into 
account the M20, M2, M25, M26, A2 and A20 
showed 45 instances of accidents where death 
or injrny occurred involving Continental trucks. 

A pilot scheme has seen the special lenses - 
given out at ports in both Kent and across the 
Channel - reduce the rate of accidents by 59 
per cent in recent months. 

Now a further 90,000 of the devices are to 
be given out in a bid to reduce instances 
even further. 

They come complete with instructions in 


English, French, German, Spanish, Polish 
and Dutch, and adhere to the passenger side 
window to widen the driver’s field of vision 
and cut out the dangerous blind spot. 

The so called ‘Fresnel lenses’ are small 
wafer-thin sheets of flexible plastic - about 10 
inches by 12 inches - with a moulded optical 
lens that sticks to flat glass. 

A Transport Department spokesman said: 
“Nine per cent of all HGVs in accidents 
are foreign-registered. Of these 1,117 HGVs, 
982 were left-hand drive and weighed more 
than 7.5 tonnes. 

“Some 409 foreign-registered left-hand drive 
HGVs were changing lane to the right at the 
time of the accident and 14 were changing 
lane to the left.” 

Speaking ahead of a visit to the Channel 
Tunnel Lorry Park in at Ashford, Road Safety 
Minister Jim Fitzpatrick said: “Side-swiping is 
an issue we are determined to tackle. 

“It’s important all truckers, whether from 
Britain or overseas, are able use our roads 
safely. 

“However, many drivers here don’t realise 
that left-hand drive lorries can’t easily see 
a car overtaking them on the right, such as 
on a motorway.” 

“This has resulted in more than 400 side¬ 
swipe incidents in 2006 alone. As well as being 
dangerous, these incidents cause delays and 
congestion.” 

Officials at the Department for Transport 
said all trucks had a blind spot alongside 
the cab on their passenger side, which can

cause cars alongside to disappear from the 
driver’s view. 

A spokesman said: “This is a particular 
problem for left-hand drive trucks operating 
in the UK, when they change lanes to over¬ 
take. The lenses offer drivers of left-hand 
drive vehicles a wider field of vision through 
the passenger window.” 

The trial was conducted by the Highways 
Agency, the Vehicle and Operator Services 
Agency and the Immigration Service. 

A total of 40,000 stick-on Fresnel lenses 
were distributed free of charge at three 
French ports to drivers of left-hand drive 
lorries coming to the UK. 


Pfizer celebrates 
HIV drug with 
£25,000 fund 

TO celebrate the launch of its ground¬ 
breaking new HIV medicine, Pfizer has set 
up a £25,000 fund to help community 
groups across the county. 

Maraviroc is the latest drug to be discov¬ 
ered and developed by the pharmaceutical 
giant’s research and development scientists 
based at Sandwich. 

The first new oral class of HIV medicines 
in the last decade has been granted regu¬ 
latory approval in Europe and the US, and 
will go on the market under the trademark 
name Celsentriq. 

To mark the breakthrough, Pfizer aims to 
support 25 Kent-based community projects 
improving health and the wellbeing of 
people across the county. 

Each accepted project will receive £1,000 
to spend on computer hardware or software. 

Pfizer teams have raised the money for 
the Computers for the Community Fund 
by recycling IT equipment no longer need¬ 
ed at its Sandwich R&D centre. 

Discovery 

Dr Annette Doherty, the plant’s research 
and site leader, said: “At Pfizer we understand 
the value of technology and its importance in 
advancing medical research to deliver new, 
innovative medicines for patients. 

“It is the expertise of our world-class sci¬ 
entists taking advantage of the capabilities 
of IT that led to the discovery of maraviroc. 

“Lack of IT resources, however, can pose a 
stumbling block for many organisations. 
That’s why we’re offering to help 25 Kent 
not-for-profit projects by funding new IT 
equipment.”

Each week we get a mystery writer to air their views on living in and around Maidstone... 



Time to get the bored 
'chavs' off the streets 


KIDS are like puppies - if they’re 
bored and have nothing to do they 
will get themselves into trouble. 

Week after week I read in the newspapers 
and see on the television how children are 
committing more and more crimes, and intim¬ 
idating people on a day-to-day basis, however, 
I think the only reason they are doing this is 
purely because they are bored and having 
nothing else to do. 

Every weekend in Maidstone town centre I 
see groups of children and teenagers walking 
around the streets looking untidy, spitting as if 
they’re animals and causing trouble. 

The majority of kids that walk the streets in 
the evenings are stereotypically modem day 
‘chavs’ fashioning their baggy tracksuit bot¬ 
toms, cheap/fake designer jewellery and train¬ 
ers that frankly should be banned. 

It doesn’t matter what time of the day it is, 
the/re just there, next to McDonald’s, by 
Burger Ring or sitting in some sort of alleyway 
or ‘hidey-hole’ writing on walls, smoking, spit¬ 


ting and looking threatening to the vulnerable 
people who have to walk by 

A lot of kids go into town to shop, socialise with 
Mends and then go home, but for the vast 
majority, I have noticed that over the three years 
I have lived in Maidstone, more and more chil¬ 
dren are just hanging around the streets, which 
sends out the wrong impression of our town. 

I always see kids approaching members of 
the public either to poke fun at them to pass 
the time or to get them to buy cigarettes as the 
legal age to purchase them has now risen to 18. 

In the day time, kids are spitting on the 
streets, smoking when they’re clearly under¬ 
age, and insulting the vulnerable (the elderly 
or younger children) as they pass by. 

I wonder about the parenting skills that the 
parents of these ‘chavs’ clearly lack... for 
example in December, kids should be wearing 
a little more than just jogging bottoms or short 
skirts and slim-fitted tops with their puppy fat 
seeping through the gaps. 

Surely the parents should be stopping them 
looking like cheap tarts and refusing to let 


them hang around streets at night not only 
because they look ridiculous, but as it’s dan¬ 
gerous and irresponsible. 

My worry is that by these parents letting 
their kids out loose on the streets at all hours 
of the day, not knowing what they are doing, 
they will get used to doing nothing productive, 
get in with the wrong crowd and end up being 
the future benefit claimers. 

Maybe if there were more events, like foot¬ 
ball, athletics and youth clubs, where they 
could do something productive, there wouldn’t 
be as much trouble on the streets. 

Children would also benefit from events that 
happen in the evenings, if they were asked what 
they would like to do and the council spent some 
time and money in trying to fulfil these wishes 
Maidstone would be a better place.

I didn't want to be 
the next Ken Bartow

THERE are plenty of ways to be 
killed off in a soap, but being 
bludgeoned to death with a spanner 
by your on-screen daughter is pretty 
final. Such was the fate of actor 
Thomas Craig, who played Coronat¬ 
ion Street mechanic Tommy Harris, 
in 2005. 

“The initial contract was six months and I 
did two and a half years,” says the 44-year-old, 
who obviously holds no grudges. “It was their 
decision.” 

In fact, dying was something of a release for 
Thomas who admits that he never wanted to 
be a long-standing cast member. (t Who wants 
to be Ken Barlow?” he says. 

It gave the father-of-two the impetus to 
move onto other projects, notably the new 
series of Blue Murder, in which he stars 
opposite Caroline Quentin’s homely detective 
as a corrupt football agent. 

“There’s only half a dozen scenes, but it was 
a nice part,” he says, from the backseat of a 
London cab, where he is on his way (and late 
thanks to terrible traffic) to pick up his 
children from school. He concedes he can’t 
remember much of what he did in the show, 
other than “put on a nice suit and slick my 
hair”, since he filmed the programme back in 
May. 

“He represents a young footballer who gets 
murdered,” he continues. “He’s in the mix, 
because he’s caught out lying to the police.” 

One suspects Thomas partly said yes 
because the role gave him a chance to talk 
about football, something he is more than

passionate about. Like his Corrie alter ego, he 
is a lifelong Sheffield Wednesday fan and tries 
to get to most games. 

“I’ve got two kids now, so I’ve got to pick and 
choose my games,” he says. In fact, although 
he acknowledges they are too young to fully 
comprehend the nature of fandom, he has 
been trying to slip a Wednesday shirt on them 
from time to time. “But my missus takes them 
off and tells me not to be stupid!” 

Although he never played to a competitive 
level, Thomas has indulged a fantasy to 
compete professionally courtesy of Sky’s 
reality show, The Match, in which he has 
taken part for the last three years. “I played 


centre half,” he remembers, proudly. “It was 
fantastic - 52,000 people at St James’s Park.” 

While he may not have had the skill or pace 
to make it in footie, Thomas is enjoying an 
enviable career as an actor and doesn’t regret 
his decision to quit his previous job as a 
plumber. 

“I just got interested in it when I was about 
19 or 20,” he recalls. “I got involved in proper 
classes. The guy there said ‘do you fancy 
drama school?’ and I said yeah.” 

He went to the Academy Of Live And 
Recording Arts in London and after a three- 
year course found his way into the business as 
a supporting actor in shows like The Paradise 
Club, Casualty and Where The Heart Is. “My 
family thought I was crackers,” he says. “Until 
I started appearing on TV, they didn’t get it. 

“I’ve always had a career where I work and 
then I don’t work,” he explains matter-of- 
factly. “It feels like I’m not successful, but I’ve 
just been out in Canada for four months doing 
a TV show out there (the forthcoming 
Murdoch Mysteries). I’ve not worked for a 
month and now I feel like I’ll never work 
again!” 

Now is concentrating on the future and is 
particularly excited about the Canadian show, 
in which he plays a police chief. The 
programme is made by the people behind The 
State Within and will broadcast over there, 
before probably transferring to UKTV Drama 
next year. 

He’s also looking forward to Christmas, 
which means a lot to him. “The last two 
Christmases I’ve done panto,” he says. “But 
I’m not doing one this year, because I’ve not 
had a proper family Christmas for the past 
two years. This year it’s going to be good.”

IT’S a film based on a controversial 
but much-loved book trilogy - with 
a young hero on a quest helped by 
brave souls in a world full of 
darkness, magic and mystical 
creatures.

The Golden Compass is rumoured to be the 
most expensive movie ever made, with an 
estimated budget of more than £120 million.

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Celebrate Christmas in Calais

A CONTINENTAL Christmas is 
just an hour away as Calais 
celebrates a joyeux noel with festive 
wine, food and fun. 

One of Europe’s largest roller coasters forms 
the centrepiece of the celebrations which have 
transformed the town over the holiday season. 

It was was put up on December 1 and is open 
until January 6, it is in position outside the 
historic town hall. 

A Christmas parade took place at the 
weekend, which marked the latest stage in the 
festivities which commenced on the last day of 
November, when the Christmas lights were 
switched on. 

Starting at the Place Crevecoeur and finishing 
in the Place d’Armes, spectators watched a fire 
and light show as gypsy horsemen galloped by 
and traditional music played. 

Refreshments were provided at the finale with 
the local delicious chicken soup - a speciality of 
the nearby village of Licques - top of the menu. 

The last few days have also seen a 
spectacular circus called Zavata come to the 
town, which featured clowns, jugglers and 
other performers. 

A special children’s village opens on 
Saturday, which is created out of timber. 
Attractions include a roundabout, fishing for 
ducks and a skittle alley. There is also a creche 
for younger children. 

Also, from Saturday a land train’ will take 
visitors across the town and drop them off at

various attractions. And for those with romance 
in mind, a horse drawn carriage is another 
option to see the sights. 

A spokesman for the town said: “This is the 
biggest Christmas extravaganza we have ever 
seen in Calais. We are really looking forward to 
welcoming our English friends and showing 
what we have to offer. 

“For a long time, Calais has been associated 
with a quick trip across to bring back wine and 
beer - but there is so much more here. There is 
history, the local countryside and some very 
smart restaurants, bars and hotels. 

‘We also have a huge range of shops selling 


the best of local produce - meats, cheeses, wines 
and handicrafts. 

“This is our opportunity to showcase what we 
have to offer and give people the chance to 
appreciate a truly French Christmas just an 
hour away from the shores of England.” 

In France, Christmas is a time for family and 
for generosity, marked by family reunions, gifts 
and candy for children, gifts for the poor, 
Midnight Mass, and le Reveillon. 

In northern France, the Christmas season 
begins on 6 December, la fete de Saint Nicolas. 

The country also has its own unique 
Christmas traditions. 

French children put their shoes in front of the 
fireplace, in the hopes that Pere Noel will fill 
them with gifts. Candy, fruit, nuts, and small 
toys will also be hung on the tree overnight. 

In 1962, a law was passed decreeing that all 
letters written to Santa would be replied to with 
a postcard. When a class writes a letter, each 
student gets a response. 

And this being France, food is very much on 
the menu, with traditional turkeys and goose 
featuring as the main course, with the local 
pureed crab a particular Calais delight. 

Delicious desserts include La buche de Noel 
(Yule log), made of chocolate and chestnuts. 
It represents the special wood log burned from 
Christmas Eve to New Year’s Day in the Perigord, 
which is a holdover from a pagan Gaul celebration. 

Also popular is La Galette des Rois (on 
Epiphany) - a round cake which is cut into 
pieces and distributed by a child, known as le 
petit roi or l’enfant soleil, hiding under the table. 
Whoever finds la feve - the charm hidden inside 
- is king or queen and can choose a partner.

Agents join forces 
to help homeless 

THE UK’s estate agency industry is 
aiming to eradicate homelessness as it 
launches a new charitable organisation 
- the Estate Agency Foundation. 

Homelessness continues to be a seri¬ 
ous problem in the UK. 

In 2006, 173,000 households were 
declared as homeless or living in unac¬ 
ceptable conditions. Meanwhile, on any 
one night there are about 700 rough 
sleepers on UK streets. 

Peter Knight, chairman of Estate 
Agency Events, which founded the new 
body, said: ct We desperately need to go 
right back to the roots of homelessness 
and work at eliminating the causes as 
well as helping those who are homeless. 

This will take considerable resources, 
but I believe that by working as a collec¬ 
tive we have a real opportunity to make 
changes.” 

Couples prove to be 
the most desirable 

COUPLES are regarded as the most 
desirable tenants for landlords in the 
property investment sector, according to 
recent findings by the Mortgage Trust. 

The survey also noted a sharp 
increase in the number of landlords 
looking to let to corporate tenants. This 
group is now being targeted by 27 per 
cent of landlords, compared with just 
14.4 per cent in January. 

Both groups are regarded as least 
likely to default on repayments.

According to recent research by industry 
analysts pr 0 pert 3 Tinder.com, many would-be 
sellers ruin the appeal of their homes with 
over-the-top exterior seasonal decorations. 

A massive 76 percent of home seekers said 
they would be put off buying a house which 
was over enthusiastically decorated while 36 
percent even said they would be put off buying 
a home if a nearby one was treated in the 
same way. 

Only broken down vehicles outside the prop¬ 
erty were rated as more off putting. 

Warren Bright, chief executive of the influ¬ 
ential market experts, said: “Buying a home is

an emotive process, so first impressions are 
everything. An unappealing exterior definitely 
puts off buyers. 

“At this time of year overenthusiastic adorn¬ 
ment of properties is a real problem so sellers 
should beware. 

“Outdoor Christmas lights are perceived as 
tacky and can cause prospective buyers to be 
put off the property - or even the whole area.” 

The survey found eight times as many peo¬ 
ple were worried about ostentatious exterior 
decorations as were worried about the interior. 

However with the number of sellers expect¬ 
ed to outweigh buyers in the coming weeks, 
the advice is to keep your interiors in pristine 
condition and ensure that any decorations you 


do put up are in keeping with the style of your 
home. 

Mr Bright said: “Competition among sellers 
is going to be rife over the next couple of 
months and my top tip is to avoid bold state¬ 
ments. Prospective buyers like to see a neutral 
decor on which they could stamp their own 
identity. Christmas is no exception to this rule 
and decking your home with colourful flashing 
lights and tinsel is a big no. 

“If you have a period property opt for tradi¬ 
tional decorations in warm colours such as 
reds and golds, a modem home can accommo¬ 
date sharper lines and cooler colours such as 
silver and blue. If you have a warehouse flat 
you should go for minimal decorations. 

“Sellers need to know what type of buyer 
their property would appeal to and tailor their 
Christmas decorations accordingly.”

Picanto makeover shows 
Kia has high ambitions

KIA’S Picanto city car star high¬ 
lights how far and fast the brand 
has come in a few years. 

It is now the ambitious Korean marque’s 
oldest car - despite being launched only three 
years ago. 

Nevertheless, it has had a midlife makeover to 
keep it at the forefront of affordable and reliable 
motoring and prices still start at just £5,995. 

But there are plenty of changes, most notice¬ 
able being frontal tweaks making it more 
rounded and less twee than before: new wings 
and bumper, bigger headlamps and wider 
grille - the corporate grin already worn by 
Ceed and Carens models. 

The interior was always robust and logical, 
but now has better materials and design, with 
a smart new steering wheel and integrated 
CD/MP3 system being tactile reminders of the 
quality hike. 

Model designations have been jazzed up too 
with Ice (from £6,995) as the trendy label 
for what should be the best-selling trim and, 
as the name suggests, the threshold for 
standard-fit air con. 


This model was chosen for the new-look car’s 
debut - the "base’ Picanto, Picanto 2 (from 
£6,795) and Picanto 3 flagship (£7,995) are not 
with us until January - and looks unbeatable at 
the price for driving quality and economy with 
five doors plus decent spec with air-conditioning. 

Despite compact dimensions and, therefore, 
a necessarily short wheelbase, the Picanto 
delivers a decent ride and drive. 

With just 64bhp from the mainstay 1.1-litre 
engine, it is never going to be a ball of fire - it 
takes 15 seconds to hit 60mph - but the car’s 
average of 50-plus mpg is far more relevant in 
this class. 

Those seeking even better economy will be 
interested in the January’s £5,995 entry 
model; the Picanto pure and simple has a 
61bhp 1.0-litre engine capable of averaging 
nearly 60mpg and runs on smaller 13-inch 
wheels for lower rolling resistance. 

With further weight-saving measures such 
as having just four seats, this has brought that 
model’s emissions down to just 117gms/km - 
good enough to get into the vehicle excise duty 
band-B and qualify for exemption under pro¬ 
posed London congestion charge revisions.

USED CAR ROUND-UP 


OUR PICK FROM A KEY SECTOR 



TOYOTA started it all with a spruced up van called the Space Cruiser, but Renault drew the 'people carrier' blueprint in the form of 
the purpose-built Espace. Since then, everyone has picked up the ball and run with it; there are people carriers or 'multi-purpose 
vehicles' (MPVs) to suit all requirements and tastes. But we are featuring three of the big players in every sense; they have not only 
sold in number, but can also be had as full seven-seaters and not five plus two occasional chairs at the back. 



IF Renault's Espace distilled the essence of the people carrier, Ford 
mass-produced it. The 1995 vintage Galaxy and its cloned sisters, 
the VW Sharan and Seat Alhambra, sold in big numbers helped by 
a combination of style, space and car-like handling. The fact that 
the Ford soldiered on for 11 years, helped by a superb makeover in 
2000, is a tribute to the design. Reliability on early examples is 
increasingly flaky so post-2000 diesels are the pick of the used crop. 


COMMERCIAL and private buyers have made the Voyager a big hit 
for Chrysler in the UK. All versions seat seven, but there is more 
demand for the extra luggage space of 13-inch longer 'Grand' models 
and those featuring Stow 'n' Go: underfloor stowage that also takes 
the folded seats. The smooth and powerful post-2004 diesel auto is 
the powertrain to go for. The Voyager rides comfortably, but bulk, 
small wheels and vague steering make for a dull drive. 


NEVER mind the quality, feel the width describes the Kia Sedona 
(1999-2006). Replaced by a more sophisticated model, the original is 
a cheap, reliable and capacious used buy though the interior is tacky, 
safety features were not up with rivals and it feels lumpy on rural 
roads while excelling as a comfy motorway muncher. The post-2002 
125bhp diesel is the engine to go for if the budget will stretch. Sliding 
rear doors and a big tailgate make access easy.

Hi-tech crime is given 
low priority, says forum 

BUSINESS leaders in computer securi¬ 
ty have criticised the Government’s 
efforts to tackle online crime. 

Members of the Corporate IT Forum, a 
body of information technology experts, 
have complained that, since a Govern¬ 
ment reshuffle of police units, e-crime 
against companies has been on the 
increase. 

Since the National High Tech Crime 
Unit was incorporated into the Serious 
Organised Crime Unit in 2006, local 
police forces have been given the job of 
dealing with complex online crimes - a 
task that security experts say they are 
under-trained and under resourced to 
deal with. 

David Roberts, chief executive of the 
Corporate IT Forum, said the resources 
allocated by the Home Office to tackle 
electronic crimes were not sufficient. 

“It’s a practical nonsense,” said Mr 
Roberts. 

“You can imagine the response an IT 
officer would get reporting a complex 
attack at their local police station - how 
is your local PC going to cope? 

“It’s a damning indictment of how little 
the Home Office understands 21st- 
century hi-tech crime.” 

The criticism comes after a series of 
security breaches involving Government 
information systems, the most serious of 
which was the loss by HM Revenue and 
Customs of computer disks containing 
the personal details about 25 million 
child benefit claimants. 

Wheels on the bus set 
to keep going round 

BUS company Stagecoach, which oper¬ 
ates services across the county, has 
reported a nine per cent increase its half- 
year profits and says that the long-term 
future for public transport prospects 
remain positive. 

Pre-tax profits rose to £84.6m in the 
six months to October 31, with revenues 
up to £82 lm. 

Stagecoach said increasing car conges¬ 
tion and a growing focus on environmen¬ 
tal issues would help to attract more 
passengers to its services, which also 
include trains. 

The company said it planned to spend 
£71m on 584 new buses across the UK in 
the immediate future.

ENERGY companies are exploit¬ 
ing some of society’s poorest peo¬ 
ple, according to an industry 
watchdog - which has accused 
them of being “morally bankrupt”. 

Customers with pre-payment meters are 
paying hundreds of pounds each year more 
than those with access to cheaper tariffs. 

The meters are most frequently used by peo¬ 
ple who do not have a bank account and can 
incur costs of more then £300 above the nor¬ 
mal annual rates for electricity and gas. 

Meanwhile, those who can pay by direct 
debit can save almost £200 a year on set fees, 
says Energywatch. 

Chief executive Allan Asher said: “That they 
should ramp up the rates and exploit those 
with no access to alternative payment meth¬ 
ods is morally bankrupt.” 

Industry regulator Ofgem said companies 
looked to install the meters when a customer 
had problems paying bills. 

They are most common in rented accommo¬ 
dation and nationally there are 3.5 million 
electricity meters and 2.2 million gas ones. 

Energywatch has also discovered the num¬ 
bers being installed are soaring year by year, 
with some 580,000 new ones set up last year. 

The group claims the industry is making 
close to £300 million a year in revenue from 
customers on the pre-payment meters. 

Recent figures reveal that between 2003 and 
2006 gas bills rose by a staggering 94 per cent 
and electricity costs by 60 per cent. 

Last year saw the average home charges top 
£1,000 for the first time. 

Mr Asher said: “Consumers without internet 
or banking facilities are excluded from better 
deals. These figures show that the welcome 
actions by some suppliers to combat fuel 


poverty are offset by the extra costs and poor¬ 
er service inflicted on those forced into prepay¬ 
ment charges. 

“Another industry where the poor are 
exploited is the personal credit market, where 
poorer people are forced to pay much higher 
rates of interest. Energy companies, who are 
providing essential-for-life services, should 
take no comfort from such a comparison.” 

But the body representing suppliers defend¬ 
ed the use of the meters saying they gave cus¬ 


tomers more control over the amount of ener- 
gy they use. 

Duncan Sedgwick, chief executive of the 
Energy Retail Association, said equalising tar¬ 
iffs would be “a blunt instrument to tackle a 
much more complex issue”. 

He claimed the real issue was how best to 
look after the interests of poor and vulnerable 
consumers, and a raft of measures were in 
place to do this, including grants for free insu¬ 
lation and financial help for those in debt.

Rally star's devastation 
after string of mix-ups 


ORGANISERS of the Wales Rally 
GB have told of their “regret” at a 
mix-up which cost driver Stefan 
Davis the British Rally 
Championship Super 1600 title. 

Rally star Davis was left heartbroken last 
weekend after narrowly losing the title by two 
minutes. 

Davis went into the final round of the series 
in pole position, with just the gruelling 230 
miles of the Wales Rally GB to finish, a result 
which would have seen him claim the title in 
his debut season. 

However, after a sequence of unfortunate 
events during the three-day rally, the 
Maidstone-based driver lost out after arriving at 
the last stage late, due to a misunderstanding 
with officials at the end of the penultimate stage. 

The mix-up with officials was just one of a 
catalogue of errors for the Kent racer, after co¬ 
driver Pat Cooper was forced to pull out before 
the meeting which left Davis without an expe¬ 
rienced navigator. 

As a result, Davis had to call on rookie Neil 
Foulkes to lend a hand but his inexperience in 
never having written pace notes, meant Davis 
had to drive the first stage ‘blind.’ 

His Ford Puma then suffered a suspension 
failure and he and his stand in co-driver had to 
fix it whilst in competition. 

Davis made it to the end of the stage just

before the time limit, but an argument with 
officials over whether he had finished in time, 
meant he was not back on the road for about 
three minutes, which proved costly. 

After finally receiving a time from the offi¬ 
cials, Davis rushed to the final stage only to 
miss the start time by two minutes. 

It meant he could not compete in the last 
stage, but organisers gave an estimated time 
and classified him as finishing - a result that 
was not good enough to claim the title. 

A distraught Davis said: “It hurt to lose the 
title by marshals who didn’t know what they 
were doing after coming so close to securing it 
in my debut season. It ripped my heart out.” 

According to the 28 year-old, he was offered a 
letter of apology from the officials due to the error, 
but officials from the Wales Rally GB deny this. 

He said: “The letter would look a bit out of 
place in my trophy cabinet. Without this suc¬ 
cess I will really struggle to encourage backing 
for 2008 and my short-lived career will be over.” 

A spokesman for Wales Rally GB told 
Yourmaidstone the situation could have been 
handled differently. 

He said: ‘We regret what has happened to 
Stefan - he is a great rally driver and has real 


potential. It was questionable whether Davis 
arrived at the check-in after the penultimate 
stage late. What his co-driver, who is in charge of 
the time keeping, should have done was phone 
rally head quarters immediately and the prob¬ 
lem would have been resolved. Instead, we clas¬ 
sified him as a finisher in the rally and gave him 
an estimated time for the last stage without any 
time penalties, but of course this would not have 
been as good as the time he would have set.” 

The final result meant Davis was classified 
21st, but lost the title to eventual winner 
Darren Gass from Northern Ireland by a mere 
two points. However, despite this devastating 
blow, Davis never dreamed he would be in title 
contention in his first year in the champi¬ 
onship. He also believes the experience can 
only stand him in good stead for the event next 
year. 

He said: “Competing in the Wales Rally GB 
was a great experience. It is a tough event and 
even tougher without any pace notes. The 
British Championship is a hard series but 
hopefully I can use the experience for next year 
and reap the benefits. Now I have had a taste 
for the title I definitely want to secure it soon.” 

As for next season, Davis hopes he can attract 
investors so he can have another assault on the 
Super 1600 title next year. 

He said: “At the moment, I am ringing round 
various people in the hope they will back me so 
I can compete in the championship next sea¬ 
son.”
